INTERESTS TOO LARGE If it is correct, as Alderman Mould 
FOR ANY MEASURE says, that Commissioner Bouillon has 
OF DALLIANCE cost the city much in efficiency of 

service, through lack of tact, then the 
city of Edmonton has been the victim of the greatest “lemon” 
chase that has ever been consummated this far west or north. | 

When the city of Edmonton advertised for a commuscioner, It 
was on the distinct understanding that the price was not tne con: 
sideration—that what was wanted was a manager who could “de- 
liver the goods.” mi 

It was not represented then, and is not represented now, that the 
city had any shortage of efficient superintendents. As a matter o! 
fact, it is common knowledge that the city, by what scems to have 
been a process of natural selection, has g thered what is probably 
the best bunch of utility superintendents to be found in Canada. 
Certainly no better will be found in the west. 

The commissioner who was wanted was not a man who could 
take from off the hands of these superintendents any of their duties, 
for it was admitted on all sides that, all things considered, they were 
performing their duties with unusual efficiency. What the city did 
require was a general in command, a head for all departments, a su- 
perintendent of superintendents, a man who would stand in the 
same relation to the city departments as the general superintendent 
of a railway does to the different departments of the transportation 
system over which he presides. In fact, what the city wanted was 
a general manager, an organizer, a man of brains, tact, ability, fin- 
esse, discretion, who could synchronize and harmonize and dovetai! 
so that there would be no over-lapping and no waste n time, money 
or energy; a man who could take advantage of the admitted abilities 
of the faculty which the city already had in its employ to secure’ 
through intensified co-operation a better, more efficient, more econ- 
omical service. 

Commissioner Bouillon answered the advertisement and he was 
the man employed for the job. His salary was set at $10,000 a year, 
the highest salary paid to any man in the province of Alberta. 

When Commissioner Bouillon stepped into the city office be 
had as an immediate contributory influence towards his own success 
one of the finest assets that an employing corporation whether pub- 
Yic or private, could have—a list of loyal employees. It is safe to 
say that in no service in the dominion of Canada is there to be found 
a group of men who are as ready and as willing to give, cheerfully, 
unresistingly, enthusiastically of the best that is n them as are the 
city employees of the city of Edmonton. 

Added to this, Commissioner Bouillon was denied nothing by 
either the council or the ratepayers. Every bylaw which he recom- 
mended was passed by the council and adopted by the ratepayers. 
What he said he wanted, he got, and that without question. 

To make possible a full measure of success, the new commis- 
stoner was placed in absolute control of the city’s affairs. He had 
the right to employ, discharge, discipline, dictate. No questions 
were asked. No explanations were looked for except such as could 
be put down in the annual report. What the council required was 
results, 

Mr. Bouillon has been on the job for nearly a year. Has the 
city been getting results? Is the man to whom the city is paying 
$10,000 a year competent to earn the salary? Is he capable of giving 
results? Is he deep enough draft and broad enough gauge to con- 
trol the affairs of a twenty-five million dollar corporation such as the 
city of Edmonton? Has he the faculty of command which will get 
from the heads of the departments down the best service that is in 
them? Is he the type of performer that William MacKenzie or 
Thomas Shaughnessy, for instance would place n control of a 
thousand miles of their railroad or one thousand men? Are the the 
city’s utilities giving good service? Are they properly handled? 

Alderman Mould says not. He says that the new commissioner 
has shown the cavalier spirit to such an extent that the affection of 
a very large percentage of the city employees for the work in which 
they are engaged has been drowned in a spirit of personal animosity 
toward the man under whom they served. Alderman Mould intim- 
ates that instead of concentrating on the general principles of utility 
service, the direction of which he was particularly employed to over- 
see, that Commissioner Bouillon has wound himself up in a maze of 
intricacies in the accounting department, the development of which 
along any certain line he had only to leave to the auditor with in- 
struction in order to have it carried out, and that in this maze the 
commissioner himself has got lost in an excess of “system” which 
systematizes the whole thing into impotency. 

Whether what Alderman Mould alleges is true or not it would 
not do to say without further information. Certain it is, however, 
that there has been a great deal of friction inside the operating de- 
partments, more by a long way than is apparent at a casual glance 
to the outsider, and there has been creeping in a spirit of insouciance 
which, if allowed to take root, will spread as a contagion until it in- 
fects the whole rank, file and faculty and makes of the Civic service 
in Edmonton a resting place for the Let-’er-slides, a propogating 
station for the spirit of What's-the-use. 

These things spread from the top down; never from the bottom 
up. As Elbert Hubbard puts it, every human institution is the 
lengthened shadow of one man, and on that one man at the head 
must depend the spirit which permea‘es the whole institution. 

Certainly the council is acting in ‘he public interest in undertak- 
ing to look into the working of the civic service, the carrying out of 
the city’s systems of utilities. 

If the council finds that Commissioner Bouillon, placed in the 
position of power, granted all the money he asked to carry out his 
work, given full control, has failed to make good, there is no room 
for Commissioner Bouillon in the service of this city. The city can- 
not waste three minutes with a man in any position—least of all at 
the top—who, as the ball players say, “hasn't got the goods.” The 
interests are too large for any measure of dalliance.
